BOLTS SEEMED TO COME ALMOST 
FROM A CLEAR SKY. 


Citizens in West End of the City 
Were Seated in Their Doorways 
Sunday When the Storm 
Burst Upon Them. 


A single flash of lightning at Belleville 
Sunday struck down four people in dif- 
ferent localities, shocked a score of oth- 
ers and was-feit over the greater part of 
the west end of the city. 

It was as if a wave of electricity swept 
over that part of the city, affecting all 
who were in its path. 

It was followed by almost complete dark- 
ness and a stifling stillness of the atinos- 
Phere. There was a prenounced odor of 
sulphur and meny persons breathed with 
difficulty. 

Mrs. John Bosler and Miss Nellie Mooney 
reccived the most severe injuries. 

The phenomenon came almost from a 
clear sky. About noon, althcugh there 
was scarcely a clcud in sight, a storm ap- 
peared to be coming up. There were a 
few distanct flashes of lightning and the 
rumbling of remote thunder. 

The storm did not appear to be imminent 
enough to cause anybody to seek shelter. 
Persons sitting in their doorvards did rot 
stir and the children continued at play 
Without other warning there was a blind- 
ing electrical flash. Some describe it as 
having been like a ball of fire, and others 
say it was as if everything was enwrapped 
in a sheet of blue flame. 

Children at play were toppled over like 
tenping and stumned. When they recov- 
ered they ran‘screaming to Meir homes. 

It has been learned that four persons 
were rendered unconscious. Many others 
felt the shock with more or less severity. 
The bodies of the persons who were 
shocked into insensibility were blue while 
they remained unconscious. 

The heayiest shock was received by Mrs. 
John Rosler of 23 South Chestnut street. 
She was sitting on the front porch of her 
home with her son, Harry. When the

ACID DASHED 


BY STRANGE WOMAN 


N GIRL'S FACE 


Miss Emma Goffner Assailed 
on the Street. 


NECK AND HANDS BLISTERED 


WOMAN MADE DESPERATE EF- 
FOR TO DESTROY HER SIGHT. 


Victim Thinks She Was Mistaken for 
Someone Else and May Identify 
Assailant. 


A strange woman seized Miss Emma 
Gaffner by the throat, Sunday night, and 
dashed a quantity of earbolic acid in her 
face. 

The victim involuntarfly 
hands to her cheek to shield it, and a sec- 
ond stream of the burning fluid splashed 
on them, trickled down between her ‘in- 
her wrists. The woman

gers and burnt 
glared into the girl's face an instant, then 


wheeled about and fled. 

The misty coolness of a drizzling rain pre- 
vented the pain becoming instantly appar- 
ent, but in a moment the acid began cut- 
ting into the flesh. The terrified girl hast- 
ened weeping to the drug store of 6D. 
Julius Weinsberg, at Tenth street and La- 
fayette avenue, and the physician applied 
cooling remedies. 

Miss Gaffner is 19 years old and is em- 
ployed by Em!] Hartman, a grocer at 1721 
South Tenth street. She went there six 
weeks ago, having come to St. Louis from 
Belleville, Ill., where her father, John Gait- 
ner. is a mechanic in the Anheuser-Busch 
glassworks. She is rather good-looking and 
admits being the sweetheart of a Belleville 
young man. 

Sunday afternoon she visited friends at 
Seventh street and Chouteau avenue, and 
about 8:30 o'clock in the evening started 
for her home. She had just turned the 
corner at Ninth and Soulard streets, where 
ihe darkness was deeper than the sur- 
rounding neighborhood, when a woman 
stepped to her right side, then leaped in 
front of her. 

‘“T've got vou,” is all she said, but her 
left arm was extended and her fingers 
clutched Miss Gaffner’s throat and closed 
upon it with a strangling grip. 

In her right hand she grasped a2 bottle. 
which she swung at the young woman's 
face. Miss Gaffner was terribly frightened 
and started back with a gasp. Her hands 
leaped to her left cheeek, but net before a 
stream of something struck it 

The fluid alighted at just the corner of 
her left eye and poured down her cheek be- 
neath her palms and streamed over the 
high collar which encircled her neck. Then 
another dash of the fluid struck the backs 
of her hands, trickled between her fingers | 
and rolled down her wrists and arms. 

The cuffs of her shirt waist were turned 
up and the sleeves pushed back for com- 


fort, and the liquid washed over the bare | 


flesh. It Seemed as though the woman were 
desperately trying to pour the stuff into 
her eves, but these were protected by the 
clenched hands of the terrified girl.

This information is authentic. Dr. Gold- 
en never leaves the Schwab home and tha 
exact nature of hie patient's iliness can not 
be learned through him 

Mr. Schwab is not confined to his bed, 
but spends much of his time on the wide 
veranda which affords fresh air and a 
sweeping view of the mountain slope. He is 
always with his wife or his parents. 

The strange part of Mr. Schwab's fliness 
is that he is always within view of those 
who call at his house, yet he will not 
allow any person to approech him. 

Heretofore the visitors to the Schwab 
home were greeted with a hearty weléprmp 
and a vigorous handshake. Now the vis 
itor is met at the entrance and told that 
Mr. Schwab cannot be seen. Intimates of 
the family receive the same message, and 
no one has been able to converse with 
President Schwab since he came back to 
his home. 

Mr. Schwab will put behind him the active 
control of the largest business interests in 
the world. and surrender the largest sal- 
arv, about $1,000,000 a year, ever paid to 
any man.

In 1887 Mr. Schwab was appointed su- 
perintendent of the Carnegie Homestead 
Steel Works. Ile reconstructed the entire 
plant, making it the most extensive es- 
tablishment of its kind, producing steel 
blooms, structural shapes, bridge steel, 
bdéiler and armor, ship and tank plate. The 
plant now produces about 2,000,000 tons of 
stec] per annum. It embraces 40 open- 
hearth stee] furnaces, two 1)-ton Besse- 
mer steel converters and 13 different rolling 
mills, having within its limits 37 miles ol 
railway track for the movement of the 
material and product. It was while under 
Mr. Schwab’s management that the Car- 
negie company undertook the manufacture 
of armor plate at the request of the United 
States navy department, and the success 
attending that great enterprise from its 
start may be attribued to Schwabs c.ear 
perception of the mechanical and metallur- 

{cal difficulties involved, and the manner 

n which he overcame obstacles in this gi- 
gantic work seemingly insuperable. 

Upon the death of Capt. Jones, in Oc- 
tober, 1889, Mr. Schwab was appointed gen- 
eral superintendent of the Edgar Thomson 
furnace and steel works. In 1892 tthe 
Homestead works were also placed under 
his management for the second time, and 
with h quarters at Homestead, he di- 
reoted the operations of both immense 6s- 
tablishments, employing thousands of men 
and producing about 3,000,000 tons of steel 
every year. fre was elected a member of 
the board of managers in 1896, and in Feb- 
ruary, 1897, he succeeded John G. A. Leish- 
man to the office of president of the Car- 
negie Steel Co., limited. March 27, 19%), 
he was elected president of the Carnegie 
compatiy and president of the Carnegie 
Steel Co. :

A uniformed policeman saw the «chase 
and drawing his revolver took part in the 
pursuit.

MILK BILL VOTE IS THE CAUSE 


Health Commissioner starkloff has start- 


ed out to wreck political vengeance on the 
minority members of the House of Dele- 


gates who refused to vote for the amend- 
ment to place the milk inspection depart- 
ment under Starkloff’s control. 

The ax swung Monday morning when 
William P. Silence and David Quigley, 
deputy commissioners, were notified that 
their services were no longer needed. No 
reason whatever was assigned for their 
dismissal. 

When Dr. Starkloff reached his office 8 it- 
urday morning, just after the milk Dill 
was passed with the clause providing that 
the office should be placed under the snu- 
pervision of the city chemist, he sent tor 
Assistant Health Commissioner Francis. 

ad a list of the minority delegates 
conducted a vigorous fight to prevent 

the amendment giving the health commis- 
sioner jurisdiction over the milk inspcc- 
tion department. 

“Mr. Francis,”’ 
friends of these 
that they won't 
here.”’ 


Francis started out with Kelly's frends. 

in place of the discharged men Stark- 
loff is said to have agreed to appoint two 
friends of Delegate Buckley, Fau.kner and 
others, who inserted the amendment which 
Starkloff edvocated. 

The health commissioner sent for Mr. 
Buckley Monday and that gentleman went 
into cqnference with him jmmid.ately aft- 
er Kelly left. 

The milk inspection department, such 
as {¢ is at the present time, is a mcre po- 
litical graft. 

Starkloff controls it and he has refused 
to obey the order of the health board to 
bring charges against the present milk 
inspector, who doesn’t inspect, but does 
draw a salary of $125 a month, for neglect 
of duty. 

Dr. Starkloff told the Post-Dispatch a 
few days ago that he didn't see any ob- 
jection to permitting Dr. Hellwig to draw 
this salary from the.city. 

“Hellwig hasn't got much longer to 
serve,’’ sald the health commissioner, 
“and he might just as well get this money 
as anybody e)se.’’ 

Dr. Starkloff was reminded that the of- 
fice as at present constituted was accom- 
plishing practically nothing. 

“O, well,’ he replied, ‘‘that’s very true, 
but why stir up trouble at this time. In 
the first place I haven't jurisdiction to take 
up the Case and in the second place I 
wouldn't care to if I had.” 

From the start Dr. Starkloff showed a 
quiet, antagonism to the milk bill when 
it became known that the new office would 
no¢ be under his direct supervision. 

His argument at the public hearing 
the House of Delegates was more of 
“*knock”’ than a “‘boost’’ for the measure. 

However, he says he is satisfied with it. 
Dr. Starkloff’s term will expire in April. 
He says he doesn’t expect to be reap- 
pointed and has no ends selfish to serve in

He found that Quigley and Silence had 
been apointed at the instance of the Twen- 


tieth ward member. 

rancis told the health commissioner, it 
is said, that these men had given excel- 
lent service and he disliked to let them out.

He was riled to think that any delegate 
having a friend in the health department 
should decline to favor him. 

Thereupon Francis went back to his office 
and mailed the following communication to 
Messrs. Quigley and Silence: 

“Dear Sir—You are notified that your 
services as a member of the health depart- 
ment are no longer necessary and this dis- 
missal is to take place immediately.”’ 
Three other deputies, who were also 
appointed at the resquest of minority dele- 
gates, are said to have received similar 
notices. 

Other dismissals are expected to follow 
in a few days. 

Silence and Quigley were thunderstruck 
when notified of the health commissioner's 
action. 

Both had been in the service of the health 
eepertment a long time and had given ex- 
cellent satisfaction. 
They appealed to Mr. Kelly, 
on the heath commissioner at 
Monday morning. 

The two crossed swords in a conference 
lasting nearly two hours. 


Y APPEAL TO MAYOR. 


Mr. Kelly is said to have told Stark- 
loff plainly that he had violated every rule 
of his department in thus arbitrarily dis- 
pensing with the services of men whcse 
only fault was that they happened to be 
on friendly terms with delegates who re- 
fused to do the bidding of the health com- 
missioner. 

; Starkloff is said to have replied that he 

‘fired’ the men specificially and absolutely 
for the reason that Kelly led the fight on 
that feature of ithe milk bill which would 
give the health commissioner the right to 
appoint a score of men and inc‘dentally 
nop along his political aspirations. 

The delegate, so the story goes, threaten- 
ed to take the matter before Mayor W: lis 
immediately upon that official's return. 

Starkloff then began to weaken, it is said. 
and it is believed, made a half way promise 
to Kelly to reinstate his friends if he woud 
say nothing more about the matter. 

Mr. Kelly was asked by the Post-Dispatch 
after the conference what steps, if any, he 
would take to have the men restored to 
their positions. 

He declined to talk, saying the question 
was purely a personal one between himseif 
and Dr. Starkloff. 

His manner showed, however, that he 
had at least accomplished something by 
preferring a timely and a vigorous -com- 
plaint against Dr. Starkloff’s action.

The statement of building operations in St. Louis in the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch tells the story of complete recovery of finan- 
cial and commercial vigor after the panic of 1833 and the long 
crisis which followed.

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MRS, PARSONS’ “WILLING WORKERS.”’ 


Mrs. Henry Parsons of New York has carried out a scheme 
for the benefit of children of that city who have no yards or 
gardens, the details of which will prove interesting to the chil- 
dren who are competing for the Post-Dispatch prizes for the 
best gardens, and to their friends. 

Desiring to benefit the children who live in the crowded d's- 
tricts where there are no yards or open spaces in which to grow 
flowers or vegetables, Mrs. Parsons obtained the use of a tract 
of land along the North River front that had been set apart for 
a park, but which the park department was not ready to im- 
prove. 

This was fenced in and laid out in plots, and here 128 children, 
25 of them being little girls and the remainder bright-eyed toys, 
have been busily and delightedly playing gardener, under Mrs. 
Parsons’ direction, growing all kinds of flowers and vegeiab es. 
These children form a band known as the Willing Workers, 
and they are the envy of all the other children of the district. 

The experiment contains a valuable suggestion for St. Louis. 
Here we are not so cooped up, and a majority of the children 
have access to some ground and hundreds were able to tik> 
part in the Post-Dispatch garden contest. Yet, even in St. Louls. 
many children could not do so, because they live in tenements or 
flats, or because of the location of their homes in districts where 
gardening is out of the question. 

There are plenty of tracts of land inside the city limits that 
could be set aside for such an experiment as that of Mrs. Par- 
sons. And there can be no doubt that hundreds of children 
would gladly avatl themselves of the opportunity to get out in 
the fresh air and make gardens. If some public-spirited citizen 
should start such a movement in St. Louis next spring, it would 
be of great benefit to the children, and would help to beautify 
the city.

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SLANG HIGHLY COMMENDED. 


President G. Stanley Hall of Clark University has earned such 
e good reputation as a wise educator that his recommendation 
of slang produces a disagreeable shock. 

“Slang,” Mr. Hall says, ‘‘aids the boy or girl of fourteen to 
nineteen, to acquire fluency—when the emotional side of a boy 
or girl is being developed during adolescence, midway hetween 
the period when speech comes slowly and-they lack the power 
of expression and the time when they hegin to express them- 
selves more freely and easily, the use of slang’is essential and 
ought to be allowed free play. If a youngster tells of a ‘hunch’ 
or a ‘straight tip’ or a ‘pipe’ he ought not to be corrected and 
given a stiff substitute. He has found the right word.” 

Has he? and is a “stiff substitute’ the only alternative 
slang? If so, slang is more vital than pure English. 

Power of expression is cultftvated by acquainting one’s self 
with best thought, best expressed, is it nut? And where can 
this be found but In the best writers, who do not use slang? 

The men whose powers of cxpression have been most highly 
developed were trained in Shakespeare and the King James Bible. 
It is safe to say that a boy or girl between fourteen and nine- 
teen devoted to these two books will not lack fluency. These 
with half a dozen mcdern writers, would seem to be the best. 

Power of expression can never be acquired without a careful 
selection of words, and if the boy is allowed to throw in slang 
whenever he is at a loss for a word, will he not decline to a 
lower level of expressicn—that is, of thought?

GEOGRAPHY AND MORALS. 


“Moral obligation appears to be a geo- 
graphical question,’’ said Mr. Jacob 
Wright, an English engineer, who was in 
New York recently on his way to London 
from Brazil. 

“It's true,’ he continued, “I have had 
lots of expertence in the northern hemi- 
sphere of this world of ours, and I rely on 
promises being fulfilled under the power 
of moral obligation according to my lat- 
itude. When a business promise is made 
to me, I turn to my map and see what lat- 
itude I am in, for the markings on the 
map give me a moral thermometer that 
for general purposes can be relied on. 

“At the equator we have zero, where 
I never found moral obligation to exist: 
and as we go_northward from there we find 
a sense of moral obligation to increase de- 
gree by degree, until we reach the Arctic 
circle. 

“This is no theory, for I am speaking 
from experience. Some of my first engi- 
neering work was done away up in nerth- 
ern Norway, and I learned, to my grati- 
fication, what it was to deal with Scandi- 
navians Never once did I have a man 
among them violate his promise. When an 
agreement !s made they appear to feel it is 
absolutely binding. 

“As you come down the scale and ap- 
proach zero at the equator you notice that 
present interest more and mcre takes place 
of moral obligation. Conditions are good 
in the British Islands, Canada and the 


‘* 


northern United States, but every now and 


then vou find a contract viclated because 
the violator feels that it Is to his interest 
to violate it. As you work on toward the 
South you find the heat is evaporating the 
moral element from obligations more and 
more and the proportion of absolute selfish- 
ness and concentrated indifference  in- 
creares. 

“When you are at the equator you have 
reached zero. ‘There is no trace of obliga- 
tien to be found. I have just come from 
there, and my visit ie fresh in my mind. My 
final contract was made with two natives 
of Villa Nova, at the mouth of the Ama- 
zon, for a boat that they were to put at 
my dAigposal the next morning. and it was 
made in good Portuguese, too, The next

Theophile Papin, one if the oldest of the

Mr. Papin was born in SBt. Louis, and 
was a direct desceridant of Joseph Papin, 
who came to the city with Pierre Laclede 
Iigueste in 1762. He engaged in business 
after completing his education, but always 
retained a literary taste, and he was con- 
nected with St. Louls newspapers as an 
assistant editor and writer. 

He .became one of the first real estate 
agents in the city, and was one of the 
commissioners who condemned and ap- 

raised Forest Park. The land formerly 
Selonged to his grandfather, Joseph Papin. 

Mr. Papin was elected a member of the 
City Council in 1853, and served later as 
resident of that body. He was appointed 
y. President Lincoln, in 1862, 
of internal revenue. 

In 1871 he organized the Real Estate Ex- 
change and + first president of the ex- 
change. 

He was twice married, the first time to 
Miss Julia Henry and the second time to 
Miss Emily Carlin.

CAR SPEEDING 


WHEN ACCIDENT OCCURRED 


TO MAKE UP TIME 


Passengers Say Trolley Which 
Struck Picnickers Went 
30 Miles an Hour. 


ONE OF THE VICTIMS DEAD. 


EIGHT WERE INJURED AND TWO 
OF THEM SERIOUSLY. 


Curtains of Van Were Down and Driv- 
er Did Not See Car’s Approach in 
Darkness—Motorman and 
Conductor Arrested. 


‘Tne car which struck our wagon was 
running at the highest speed possible,’’ 
said Miss Marie Hatcher of 1935 Carr street 
to the Fust-Dispatch Monday in describ- 
ing the terrible accident which occurred 
Sunday night at Etzel and Blackstone ave- 
nues, in which one person was Killed and 
eight injured. 

“All of the occupants of the wagon,’’ she 
continued, ‘‘were hurled a distance of 
fully 5C feet. 

“Probably the car was within 75 feet of 
us when William Costello, sitting near the 
end of the wagon, shouted a warning to 
thea motorman at the same time. waving 
his hand. 

“It seemed but an instant after that 
when the car crashed into “the wagon. 

“Although I was but slightly bruised, I 
think I shall feel the shock of that awful 
collision for many days to come 

“The motorman and conductor made no 
attempt to get the wagon out of the track 
and did little to care for the injured.

I asked Miss Sutter about her experi- 
ence. 

“At first I thought it would be quite em- 
barrassing, but it isn’t. In my work I 
have often been associated with men, and 
they were always kind,” she said, 

Miss Sutter has some queer notions, at 
least that’s the category under which I'd 
put them through: maybe you're different. 

She wouldn't do a man’s work under 
no consideration. Not even if she received 
twice his salary. 

Now there are times when I'd be willing 
to “trade jobs” ard do something extra, 
wouldn't you? 

For instance, wouldt you be willing to 
both cut kindling and run the lawn mow- 
er over the yard if some one would only 
‘‘do the dishes?’ 

Especially if they were dinner dishes on 
baking day. 

Miss Sutter says there is work for men 
in the world; also work for women, and 
that men and women should let each oth- 
er’s work alone. Maybe that’s so, but who 
gave out the work, and when was the al- 
lotment made, I'd like to know? 

Wish it would be made over again and 
they'd ask a few women their opinions. 

Guess the story of ‘“‘Woman’s Work 18 
Never Done” would have to be revised or 
else there would be most exquyisite con- 


fusion. 


Miss Sutter says her union doesn't allow 
you to take a man’s place unless you are 
paid his salary. She also says that few 
concerns will pay a man’s salary ‘tu a 
woman who does man’s work. That she 
considers a good thing and perhaps after 
all she's — 

Organization is according to her way of 
thinking the hope of the future. 

She looks forward to the time when the 
3000 Women employed in stock vards will 
be in unlons. Her home is in St. Louis 
but she has been in Chicago several years. 
She regards Chicago as holding more ad- 
vantages for the woman that works. 

Her relatives desire her to remain in St. 
Louis, but she says that she must go back 
to her fellow employes. 

This fall organization among women will 
be pushed in Chicago. When most of the 
workers are in unions then the promoters 
think that certain things can be asked for 
and obtained by the members. 

“We were in a strike once,’ said Miss 
Sutter, ‘but that was before we were or- 
ganized.”’ 

The union and its future are the things 
that most interest this blonde young wom- 
an. She talks of its workings intelligently 
and though IT was disappointed at not find- 
ing a ‘“‘butcher lady.” y was much pleased 
with the woman delegate to the Amalga- 
mated Meat Cutters and Butcher Work- 
men of North America. :

Houston to St. Louis Tickets 
at That Rate. 


RESULT OF A RAILROAD WAR 


ALL ROADS CUT RATES TO A 
LARGE EXTENT. 


As a Result Three Thousand Texans 
Are in St. Louis Today and a 
Few Came for Three 
Dimes. 


From ‘Texas to St. Louis for 3) cents. 

That is what the raitroad rate war that 
has ween raging recently in the Lone Star 
state made possible. 

A few unfortunate persons managed not 
only to get a ticket from Houston, Tex., 
and St. Louis for three dimes, but they 
were presented with 320 cents’ worth of 
cigars to boot. 

Onlv a few persons took advahtage of 
this astonishing rate for the reason that 
it was offered for only a few hours and 
but a limited number of Texans bappened 
to learn of the offer before it was with- 
drawn. 

One ticket broker. it is reported. offered 
a box of cigars worth $4.50 as an additional 
inducement to buy his 30-cemt tickets to 
St. Touts. 

This climax in the Texas rate-cutting 
came Saturday and as a result there are 
3000 Texans in St. Louls today. 


Texans Swarm in 
St. Louis Today. 

They are swarming through the Laclede 
and T.indell hotels and are in evidence at 
the Planters’, Southern, St. James and Im- 
perial as well. 

All the southwestern roads brought in 
low-rate excursions Sunday. 

From the statements of T. J. Kelley of 
Big Sandy, Tex., and J. F. McClung of Wi- 
nona, Tex., who are at the Laclede it 
appears that the rate war was precipitated 
by General Passerger Agent Turner of the 
Texas Pacific withdrawing from the South- 
western Passenger Bureau. 

“‘He claimed that there was underhanded 
rate cutting by some other roads, I be- 
lieve,’’ said Mr. Kelley, ‘‘and he announced 
that he would make his own rates. When 
he cut, the other roads commenced to cut, 
too, and a merry rate war resulted.”’ 

Houston appears to have been the scene 
of the most sensational slashing. The rates 
there went lower and lower and the scalp- 
ers took a hand. 

The result was that on Saturday morning 
the rates were cut by the scalpers to 10 
cents to Kansas City and 30 cents to &8St. 
Louis. When one scalper made his cigar 
proposition, the others hoisted the white 
flag. 

A compromise wgs called and all brokers 
put out this schedule for the remainder 
of the day: St. Louis, $%; Kanmas City, $2; 
Chicago, $5. 

While these rates did not obtain outside 
of Houston, all the roads made reductions 
of more than & cents in all parts of the 
state. *; 

For instance, a roundtrip ticket over the 
Iron Mourtain from Texarkana was sold for 
$12, whereas the regular single fare is 
$14.80. 

Not only 4id all the roads sell these tick- 
ets, but all of them ran excursions and 
then were compelled to cut their trains 
into sections, so heavy was the patronage.
